After talhinK to tite 
Better Business Bureau, the 
eity solicitor and a number of 
car dealers it semis everyone 
conccnied would like to see 
the oustmier protected but 
there seems no way under 
existing regulations. 

It was sug^ted here Sun¬ 
day there should be a board 
to review tails u4iich custotn- 
ers think are exdeaaive. This 
board i^hculd be comprised of 
unbiased people and should 
have teohnioal advice. 

The idea is that peo(He 
could pay to the board the Ml 
amount of the UH bi dispute 
and then the board eoUld 
review the biQ to see if the 
charges were in fact ex¬ 
cessive and then pay out to 
the service company what the 
board am sider e d equitaWe. 

Oty solicitor T. P. O'Grady 
aays the city has no power to 
set up such a board. He feels 
the matter it covered by the 
machinery of the Small Debts 
Churt. 

Problem here is that few - 
people lunw the court exists, 
what it does or where it is. 
The eourt is in rcxim 101 at 
the Law Cburts Bulking and 
it handles debts up to $500. 

This is fine but the ccairt 
does nA decide on MKs until 
(he person who la owed the 
mmey sues for payment. 

This means that the 
meohanlc holds the car utdesa 
the bill is i»id.

'THE FIETEEIN ALLIES in the North Atlantic 
1 TYeaty Organization have replied, after a fashion, 
to the Soviet Union’s declaration of a right of Inters 
vention, by force of arms if necMsary, in those areas 
of Eastern EXirope where a CcHnmunist hegemony is 
chimed. 

Their response, in effect, is a denial of Soviet 
lights to act unilaterally, or with the powers of 
Warsaw Pact, in such sensitive areas as Albania, 
Yugoslavia and Austria. 

In announcing a new zone of security for which It 
accepts responsibility, NATO is presenting a brave 
and determined front. But these pledge may have an 
empty ring to some, at least, of the peoples of Eastern 
Europe, who might or might not welcome a NATO 
response to Soviet pressures and who, in any event, 
have not seen in recent history any enthusiastic rush 
by the Western nations to succor victinw of 
totalitarian aggression. 

As for the Kremlin's tacticians, they are not 
likely to start ringing the alarm bells, for there h no 
threat implicit in the NATO statement, but only a 
warning. 

"Clearly, any Soviet intervention, directly or 
Indli^tly, affecting the situation In EXirope or in the 
Mediterranean would create an international crisis 
with grave consequences,” said the communique. 

Well, that is imdeniable. 

But these are only words. The only thing that is 
likely truly to impress the Soviet Union and its alli^ is 
evidence of a determination on the part of NATO 
nations to beef up their contributions to their johit 
defence. All they have seen latterly is a tendency to 
cut costs by reduction of military commitments, an 
example set by France and followed by others, and a 
hesitancy to give outspokenly firm pledges of 
reinforcements In men and materiel. 

As for the American general's suggestion of 
exploding a few nuclear tipped projectiles along the 
NATO forward defence areas just as a way of warning 
to the massive forces opposite, this would be folly. 

What should be done, It Is suggested, is to 
establish preciselv what is required to contain 
agression in Europe, then to apportion the 
contribution for each member-nation, and get on with 
that part of the job of ensuring the preservation of 
peace. 

Big, loud words are not impressive.
